In the meantime R. H. Johnson, the weil- 
known manufacturers’ agent of New York, 
had taken charge of affairs and detectives 
were at work on this side of the water on 
the Lane end of the case.

MOSES FRALEY AGAIN GOES TOTHE WALL 


The St. Louis Grain-Dealer Unable to Meet 
Bis Margius tn a Wheat Deal. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., April 7.—([Special.|—For 
the third time in as many years the specula- 
tive world has been startled by the announce- 
ment that Mr. Moses Fraley, the grain oper- 
ator, was unable to meet his margius in a 
wheat deal. When this became known upon 
the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange great 
excitement prevailed, and for a time a panic 
was imminent. 

May wheat, which on the regular board 
closed at 79%, ata bound reached 81, and the 
floor was a mass of struggling men, wildly 
gesticulating in their efforts to make them- 
selves heard. The advance was checked, 
however, and a general panic averted by Mr. 
Frank Ryan, who began to sell May wheat 
freely, ana the price was forced down to 
80M. 

+ Fraley has been the heaviest short in 
May wheat for a month past, and the course 
of the market today proved too much for 
him. A failure to respond to margin calls 
was the first intimation to the trade that he 
was in troubie. In afew moments after- 
wards it was generally known that he was 
embarrassed, as twice before he had ‘laid 
down” on his contracta, refusing to carry 
them any further. He had been carrying a 
heavy stock of contract wueat (No. 2 red) in 
this market for several months past. At the 
time this wheat was delivered him Mr. 
Fraley was a strong bull on wheat and a firm 
believer in higher prices. The market aid 
not go his way, but, on the contrary, kept on 
declining. He turned bearish, and, unfortu- 
nately for him, changed his ideas on the mar- 
ket at near the lowest point the market 
touched. Since then he has been an uncom- 
promising and aggressive bear, selling wheat 
steadily and freely. His sales of cash wheat 
were small, in part due to the prices asked 
aud the tenacity with which he held to his 
cash boidings. It is probable that this cash 
wheat will come out for sale, unless be is 
able to make arrangements with the firms 
through whom de had it bought to carry it 
for bim. The market of the last few days 
has been going agains, him ba--ly, culminat- 
ing today in an advance of two cents. This 
appears to have caused bim to call a halt, and 
be has taken similar action to that of his two 
vious failures.

CAPTURE OF A WISCONSIN MURDEXER. 


Joseph Foucks, Who Butchered His Wife, P 
Now in Ja'l.at Ashtand, 

ASHLAND, Wis., April 7.—([Svecial. |—A lit- 
tle more than a year and a half ago was 
committed oaé of the blackest murders that 
ever occurred in North Wisconsin. Late this 
afternoon the muraerer, Joseph Foucks, was 
recognized and after a desperate attempt to 
escape was captured. Foucks’ victim was 
his young and beautiful wife. fhey had 
been married only a few months, and Foucks’ 
insanely jealous temperament had driven his 
bride well-nich crazy. Early the morning 
of July 19, 1889, they had a violent quarrel 
and the wife fied from ber home ciosely pur- 
sued by her husband. He came up with her 
on the Wisconsin Central railroad track, 
which passed near the house. She begeed 
piteously for mercy, but he threw her 
violently to the ground, whipped out 
a huge dull jackkrife and stabbed her 
several times in rapid succession, finally 
leaving the knife sticking in her breast. 
Foucks would not leave his victim until sat- 
iafled life was gone then he sprang into the 
woods alongside the track. Bands of armed 
men scoured the woods for days eager to 
lynch the murderer. But although large re- 
wards were offered for his apprehension 
dead or alive Foucks evaded capture un 
til today. The city is full of woodsmen, and 
it is feared they may make an attempt to ad- 
minister summury justice. 

Ten years ago Fyucks, who is not less than 
85, was a weli-cnown highwayman in Ger- 
many. His iatest exploit there was the rob- 
bery of a mail coach, In order to get away 
he found it necessary to shoot and seriously 
though not fataliy wound the driver and one

UNITED BRETHREN COME TO BLOWS.

Men were 
taken from Hynes Bros.’ job du State street, 
near Thirty-sixth; the new Alhambra Thea- 
ter at State street and Archér avenue, and 
from jobs of Camp Bros. on the North 
Side. In the afternoon the carpenters 
claimed that not over 200 members of the 
trade were at work, It was suggested that a 
street parade be arranged for Wednesday, 
but no action was taken. 

A number of contractors apphhed at head- 
quarters for men to finish Up urgent work, 
agreeing to pay them a mininium of 40 cents 
an hour, with eight hours’ work, These re- 
quests were temporarily refused, pending 
action by the Carpenters’ Council. ’ 

Tne fight is center on the question of 
the recognition of the union By the master 
carpenters rather than on the matter of hours 
and wages. THz TRIBUNE bas pointed out 
before that this was the main tof differ- 
ence. There is a good prospect of the strike 
being ended this week. The meeting of the

Mr. Detwiler, who secured the signatures to 
this communication, said the carpenters 
would probably settle at 38756 or even 35 cents 
if we would recoguize the union. Since they 
do not insist on 40 cents an hour there may 
be a chance for arbitration.” 

William Goldie, President of the Carpen- 
ters’ and Builders’ Association, said: It 
was not in my power to avert the strike, I 
made my men an offer of 35 cents. They did 
not take it because they were afraid of the 
union. Lam sure the builders will not pay 
40 cents. They cannot afford it. I do not 
think tne union is as stong as it claims. Many 
of its members joined within the last week. 
They will not stand by it long.” 

President James O’Connell of the Carpen- 
ters’ Council seid: What we wants to 
have the bosses do as the master masons do 
with the bricklayers—sign a contract each 
year fixing the number of hours of work and 
the pay.“ 

A number of architects who were asked 
about the strike expressed considerable un- 
easiness. Most of them favored arbitrauon, 


| and said they were using their influence to 


that end. Some had advised their ciients to 
advertise for non-union men. They were 
afraid all parties would suffer, especially the 
strikers, if nou-union men came here from 
other places.

Another Member of Bridgeport’s Suicide 
Clab Take H's Life. : 

BripGEeport, (Conn., April 7.—[Spevial.j— 
Wendell Baum, the Secretary of that unique 
organization, the Bridgeport Suicide Club, 
has fulfilled the membership agreement by 
killing bimself. 

The history of this astonishing society is 
one of intense interest to the student of 
modern psychology. Four years ago five 
citizens of Bridgeport, all Germans, met one 
day when all were rather low-spirited and 
half in jest organized the Suicide Club. The 
agreement was that one member of the ciub 
should end his life thm vear, one the next, 
and so on until all were gone. 

This agreement has thus far been faithful- 
ly kept. When the annual meeting was held 
in January there were only two members to 
attend it—the Secretary and tne President. 
It was proposed at this meeting by the Sec- 
retary that the President should make away 
with himself during the year and by the 
President that the Secretary should do like- 
wise. 

There being no better wayto settle the 
question, it was mutually decided that the 
polls be held open until anew member was 
pledgea and initiated. A _ letter-carner 
named Maby talked seriously of becoming a 
member, and the President and NSecre- 
tary had great hopes of him until! 

One morning it was learned that he had 
committed suicide without first joining tne 
club. He carriea, however, a handsome silk 
umbrella, which he bequea hed to the Secre- 
tary of the club, Wendell Baum, and it was 
accepted. But tne longer Baum carried the 
umbrella the more unhappy he became, and 
when his friends tried to cheer him up he 
said: 


“ A cloud hangs over me. I am doomed.”

Sever- 
al houses were swept a and one colored 
child lost its life, At Harbett’s store, five 
miles above, the water washed against its 
walls with such violence that the pro- 
prietor was forced to desert the build- 
ing, en every moment to see it 
crumble into flood. The height of the 
water around the store at the time was only 
about three feet. On a little mound a quar- 
tor of a mile south of his house Mr. Clark has 
100 head of cattle. It is the only bit of land 
above high water mark in a stretch of twen- 
ty square miies of country, and it is less than 
a quarter of an acre in extent, The flood of 
this year is not as high here at it was in 1882 
but the damage caused by the wind and 
water is much greater than was then experi- 
enced. For almost a week past constant 
high winds have prevailed, with the most 
disastrous effect to buildings and timber. 
From this point to Helena the trip was 
over and across a succession of fields filled 
with the wreck of cabins and small frame 
dwelling houses, and where the current ran 
at times as swiftiy as im midriver. Fruit 
trees whose topmost branches were above 
the flood were in bioom. In partly submerged 
dweliings men, women, and children, pigs, 
cows, and chickens were huddled together 
in one room and the adjacent “lean-to.” 
Coiored women were hanging out wash- 
ing, peddling from the use to the 
clothesline in the yard in dugouts.

NEW BREAKS IN THE LEVEES. 


Several Small Crevases Near New Orleans 
—The Situation in Louisiana. 

New Oxnteans, La., April 7.—[Special.]— 
The levee at St. Sophie, thirty-six mules be- 
low this city, gave way this morning, form- 
img a crevasse six feet wide and four feet 
deep. All hands turned to at once and 
closed the gapina few hours. There are 
now no gaps in the levee on the east bank 
between New Orleans and the gulf.

The School Enemies Raising a False Issue 
on the Matter. 

Springfield urnal: There seems to be a 
determination to make an iesue in this State 
upon the Compulsory Rducauon law. Much 
of the sentiment on the subject seems to be 
based upon a misunderstanding of the pro- 
visions of the law, and the total obscuration 
of the point upon which the dis 
pute turns: The act as it stands is al- 
most exactly like that of 1883, which 
never created any controversy; but it 
contains this clause which was not in the act 
of 1883—to-wit: But no school shall be re- 
garded as a school under this act unless there 
shall be taught therein, in the English lau- 
guage, reading, writing, arithmetic, history 
of the United States, ahd geography.” This 
is the true point of the dispute. Not the 
slightest attempt is made to iuterfere with 
any form of religious or paternal control of 
youth, the State only 8 that all 
children between the ages of 7 and 14 years, 
inclusive, shall attend school at least sixteen 
weeks each year. Itdoes not require that 
they shall attend the public schools; but any 
school whatever which will teach them, in 
the English larnguage, the elementary 
branches above named will meet the require- 
ments of the law, and then no questions 
will asked of orivate schools 
as to how much or dow iittle 
the -children are taught of anything 
or everything else, or in what language. 
It s worth whileto put the whole mat- 
ter upon a fair basis, and any issue not 
raised upon the point defined abcve is 
falsely made. Oniy by - obscuring. the 
real question at issue can a controversy 
be made upon which a  weli-intormed 
American citizen would not readily find 
the proper side. If it is once conceded 
that all Amerivan citizens must be taught the 
rudiments of an education in the English lan- 

unge, the controversy is immediately ended. 
We trust confidently te the good sense of the 
people in this matter. Those who fancy that 
they are wronged, or can be wronged, under 


the law, will readily find means to correct 


their opinions by an examination of the 
act itself and by the exercise of a little 
moderate good sense. We have good 
reason to think many opponents of the al- 
leged obnoxious statute have never read it. 
Moderation in judgment and opinions will 
always pay a go percentage, and nothing 
is more sure than that no man or set of men 
in this country monopolize all the elements 
of respect for social and religious hberty. 
Nothing can be more certain than that the 
friends of the compulsory law are as sturdy 
and stanch defenders of the whole range of 
human rights as any opponent of it ever was 
or ever will be. 


Mr. Raster on the Compulsory School At- 
tendance Law. 

CuIcaAGao, April 7.—[{[Editor of The Tribune.) 
There is not one word of truth in the statemen 
credited by you to Mr. Forch—thatI had at- 
tended the meetings of the General Committee 
which advocated the (compulsory education) bill 
I never attended any meeting of the kind. Mr. 
Nettelhorst saw me at my office and iaid the bill 
before me, when I immediately, without one 
moment’s hesitation, raised the same objection 
which since then I have mcessantly urged in 
print. Then and there I wrote down the same 
amendment which you quoted a few days ago 
from the Staate-Zeitung—viz.: the change of 
“taught in the English language” to Eaglish 
reading and writing.“ 

Let it be understood so plainly that any fur- 
ther misrepresentation would be a deliberate 
falsehood: Neither I nor any intelligent German 
citizen objects to compulsory education. Upon 
the contrary, 2 1 1 education is a distinctly 
German idea. It has been advocated by the Ger- 
man press ot this country for full forty years, 
and has only very slowlyand gradually taken 
root in the American mind. For wany years it 
was rejected by Americans as an .“ outlandish 
idea, opposed to all truly American principles,” 
ete. hen, however, compulsory education is 
to be used as a means to wipe out the language 
which is the mother tongue of millions of good 
and true American citizens these citizens kick 
very vigorously, without distinction of political 
or religious creed. They do want their children 
to learn the English language as thoroughly as 
(and perhaps more so than) the children ef En- 
glish-speaking parents; but they protest against 
the enforcement of the English language as tne 
oaly admissible means to acquire a general edu- 
cation. ERMANN RASTER. 

(THe TRIBUNE has no wish to make any incor- 
rect statement concerning Mr. Raster. When it 
published the interview with Mr. Forch it had 
no reason to believe its accuracy would be ques- 
Honed. The errors were not important, how- 
ever. The fact remains that the bill was sub- 
mitted to Mr. Raster by a German friend of his 
and that he made te it then the objection 
he now does. So far as Tae TRIBUNE remem- 
bers, however, that objection was not pressed in 
the Staats-Zeitung.

He al- 
most occupies the ground of Tue Trisunz Au 
he asks in the way of modification of the law ‘is 
that history, arithmetic, and géography be not re- 
quired to be taught in English, the pupil still 
continuing to learn to read, write, and speak in 
English. 

This a shadowy sort of difference, and Tue 

does not see why Mr. Raster, on re- 
fiection, could not come over fully to ite side and 
stand wholly on solid ground. He wants the 
German children taught to read, write, and 
sneak English. That takes but a comparatively 
short time. The German boys and girls, thanks 
to their inborn habits of perseverance and appli- 
cation, and their natural quickness, pick up 
English, a tongue akin to their own, and with 
many verbal resemblances, in a remarkably short 
time where they have a chance. Having done 
so, and having some years left in which to at- 
tend school, why is it not a good idea for those 
same children to learn a little of the history of 
this great and free country in the language 
spoken here, of which they will hereafter make 
the chief usein life? Whyis not this equally 
true of geography and arithmetic? They will

The present deplorable condition of the 
Lower Mississippi River, with its broken 
jeyees, the numerous crevasses in their 
alluvial mud walls, and the immense area of 
fertile country lying under water, once more 
calis attention to the mistake of supposing 
that levees made of aliuvial, spongy soil will 
bank in the Mississippi River at its flood and 
the still greater error that where more water 
runs into a reservoir than its outlets can dis- 
charge the reservoir will not overflow. 
Year after year this lesson has been taught 
and yet nothing has been done except tomend 
breaks and pile up soft mud walis, to beagain 
broken when the great river rises, at a cost 
of millions of dollars. For thirty years this 
mistake has been made and every high flood 
year the number of crevasses between Mem- 
pbhis and New Orieans has increased. Now 
there are crevasses almost without number. 
The. soft levees have given way in every 
direction and the whole country on both 
sides of the river from Arkansas to the Gulf 
is under water, entailing a damage to the 
most productive lands in the South which 
can hardly be estimated and which will affect 
not only the contiguous States but the whole 
country, 

it would seem as if the time had now come 
when the dullest comprehension must be con- 
vinced that the valley of the Lower Missis- 
nippi cannot be protected from overflow by 
the levee system and that the natural out- 
let of the river is too small to carry off the 
enormous accumulation from the great water- 
shed above. The true soluton of this prob- 
lem was pointed out long ago by Oabt. Cow- 
den of New Orieans in his pian to enlarge the 
outlets in place of enlarging the basin itself, 
which is the practical outcome of the levee 
system. Instead of expecting the river to 
discharge its water through an msuffleient 
outlet, 125 milesin length below New Or- 
leans, he recommended making an outlet six 
or seven miles in length only, from a point 
near the battle-ground in New Orleans into 
Lake Borgne, through which there would be 
a quick and steady outflow, as in ordinary 
stages the river is about six or seven feet 
higher than the lake, and at present it is 
probably twelve or fifteen feet higher. It 
was also proposed to tap the river still 
further up, near Plaquemine, and carry off a 
portion of the water down into Atchafalaya 
Bay, and meanwhile the Red River might 
also be tapped above its junction with the 
Mississippi ana carry off its surplus 
in the same direction, thus relieving the 
main river, There can be no question 
that Capt. Cowden’s 
the correct one. More than this, it is the 


only one that offers any real prospectof re- 


liet, The levee system has been tried for 
nearly forty years at the cost of many 
millions of dollars and has never prevented 
the spring overflows, when the mighty 
river rises high. On the other hand, they 
have steadily grown larger and more 
destructive. It is worse than folly to con- 
tinue it auy longer. Ite failure has never 
been more conspicuousiy demonstrated than 
now. It will require very little time and 
money to make a sufficient experimental test 
of Capt. Cowden’s plan, and Congress ought 
not to hesitate ordering it done. Itis crim- 
inal folly to waste any more timg or money 
on the mud banks. . 


CAPT. MARSHALL'S CANAL REPORT—FOLLY 
OF AN EIGHTEEN-FOOT CHANNEL. 

The full text of the report of Capt. Mar- 
shall, United States Engineers, on the sur- 
vey of a waterway from Lake Michigan to 
La Salle has been received. A long abstract 
of it was given in Tun Trisune when it was 
sent to Congress, but there were some im- 
portant points which the summary did not 
cover. 

The survey was made on the basis of a 
navigable channel 14 feet deep and 160 feet 
wide seven feet from the bottom, and esti- 
mates are submitted tor the work. But they 
are also accompanied by estimates for a 
channel of the same width, but only eight 
feet deep. As tne abstract showed, the 
Captain is unalterably opposed to the absurd 
project of having a fourteen-foot waterway 
along a portion of the [Illinois River when, 
if it were carried to its mouth of those di- 
mensions it would connect with a river— 
the Mississippi-—to which the Government 
is trying to give a depth in summer of eight 
feet from St. Louis to Cairo—whuich it may 
or may not be able to secure and keep—and 
a depth of six feet above St. Louis on the 
Upper Mississippi. It is shown that an 
eight-foot channel would accommodate 98 
per cent in numbers and 88 in tonnage of all 
the vessels now plying on the Mississippi 
and its tributaries. 

Two routes are proposed for the canal— 
one starting from the South Branch at the 
canal pumps, and the other from the mouth 
of the Calumet—the point where they unite 
being-at Sag bridge. The Calumet route is 
favored partly because it is the cheapest and 
partiy because it is claimed that the Chicago 
River has reached a point where it cannot 
stand much more traffic. Ownng to the nec- 
essary requirements of foot passengers and 
vehicles it cannot be used to its full capacity 
and is already gorged and congested. The 
project of a channel from the river to the 
canal near Thirty-ninth streetis “ laughed 
out ot court.“ The land damages alone are 
put at seven millions and the enormous cost 
of the number of bridges it would necessi- 
tate is pointed out. 

Capt. Marshall recognizes the necessity of 
action on the part of Chicago to preserve its 
drinking water from pollution, and thereby 
the public health, that it should have a chan- 
nel across the Chicago divide larger and with 
greater capacity than any canal which the 
Government might construct for purely navi- 
gation purposes. He therefore throws out 
tus suggestion that the Chicago work, which 
must start from the South Branch, shall 
unite at the Sag with the canal constructed 
from the Calumet, and that from that point 
the city should have the benefit of the 
Government work, widening and deepening 
u as much as it pleases. He estimates that 
this would save the city 60 per cent of what 
it would cost the city to construct single- 
handed the expensive section from the Sag 
to Joliet, the cost of which he estimates for a 
fourteen-foot channel at seven and a half 
millions. A channel eighteen feet deep would 
cost about two millions more. 

But he would not advise that such an ar- 
rangement be made if the city insisted on 8 
constant discharge of 600,000 cubic feet a min- 
ute and the Government was to be held lia- 
ble for the damages due to such a discharge. 
He claims that if that discharge were con- 
stant the lands would become submerged at 
high water eariier and the water remain on

The report gives in detail the various bor- 
ings along the Caicago route. From these it 
appears that a channel fourteen feet below 
lake level could be carried within a short dis- 
tance of the Sag without striking rock. A 
channel eighteen feet below lake level would 
strike rock about Willow Springs. The dis- 
tance between the two points is 20,000 feet, 
or nearly four miles. It will be seen, there- 
fore, that it will make a material difference 
to Chicago whether it must drop to a flowing 
channel of eighteen feet at Willow Springs, 
because it could reach rock at that depth, or 
whether it will be allowed to go on nearly 
four miles further at the fourteen-foot depth 
till that runs into the rock. 

The engineers estimate the cost of the 
fourteen-foot deep channel from Chicago to the 
Sag atten andahalf million dollars, but it 
would not cost the city anything like this for 
ite work, for it can use the canal to Willow 
Sorings. The engineers’ estimate ison the 
assumption that a new channel is dug par- 
alieling the old one. Nor would the city have 
to pay the land damages which a new work 
would iavolve. There would remain to it 
only the section from Willow Springs to the 
Sag, the widening and deepening of the 
canal and of the Chicago River, and the con- 
struction of new bridges. It. is estimated that 
this item for traffic street bridges alone 
would cost 81. 700, 000. 

The reports and the maps which are to ac- 
company it contain a mass of matter of great 
value to the Drainage Trustees, and will free 
them from the necessity and cost of making 
the extensive surveys which would other- 
wise have been the first part of their labor. 


TELL THE CARPENTERS THE WHOLE 
STORY

One of the speakers at the carpenters’ mass - 
meeting Sunday was a Board of Trade man, 
who used these encouraging words: 


If the carpenters of Chicago work eight hours 
instead of ten hours per day it seems to me that 
the supply of that particular kind of labor has 
decreased one-fifth, and according to business 
principles the price ought to increase in propor- 
tion as the supply decreases so long as the de- 
mand remains the same. If then thé price of 
labor with a ten-hour supply per day was 30 
cents per hour, it follows that with the supply 
reduced to eight hours per day the price should 
be at least 36 cents per hour. 


He would have dealt more fairly with his 
hearers had pe stated some circumstances 
which occasionally happen and which modi- 
fy seriously the workings of a general law 
such as that he lays down. His experience 
with corners on the board should have taught 
him that when there is a scarcity of a par- 
ticular article, whether it be wheat, corn, or 
oats, supplies begin pouring in from all 
quarters in often unexpected and to the cor- 
nerers unwelcome quantities. It has some- 
times happened that they have come to grief 
through their blind faith that they held all 
the wheat or corn available, and that who- 
ever wanted to buy must buy of them at 
their price. 

If the gates of Chicago were locked and the 
keys thrown away so that no more carpenters 
could get in from the country the striking 
union would, subject to some qualifications, 
have a corner on the market for that kind of 
labor and be in a position, if the demand for 
carpenters was imperative, to fix its own 
prices. Butif men, tempted by the prospect 
of eight hours’ workaday and 85 cents an 
hour, pourin here from hundreds of neigh- 
boring towns and villages where they are 
now working more hours for much less pay, 
and take the jobs which union members have 
refused because not given 40 cents an hour, 
how can the latter retain their grip on the 
labor market! 

Again, an increased price, temporarily at 
least reduces, consumption. If woolen clothes 
go up people wear their old clothes longer. 
If the millers raise the price of wheat con- 
sumers buy less flour and more of some 
cheaper substitute. If the wages of carpen- 
ters go up greatly there will be less carpen- 
tering done. Many who designed building 
will wait till next year or the year 
after. The aggregate amount of money paid 
out for carpentering will be less than it was 
the preceding year. Those workmen who 
get employment will do well, but the number 
of those who get nothing to do will be greater 
than before. 

These are some of the qualifying state- 
ments which the speaker should not have 
omitted from his Sunday argument. It is 
the possibility of these things happening 
which makes a resort to arbitration so wise 
and the Mayor's duty so imperative. 


DUTIES ON HIDES AND WOOL. 

Whether duties on the raw materials of 
manufactures have under any circumstances 
any proper place in a protective system may 
well be Goubted. The results of levying tar- 
iff taxes in this country on hides and raw 
wool are singularly clear and instructive, 
and Congressmen should understand that 
they will have a difficult task to justify any 
increased taxation of the materials of leather 
and woolen manufactures. Twenty-three 
years ago a Republican Congress adopted the 
policy of high auties on wool and a few years 
later took just the opposite course in dealing 
with the manufacturers of leather and put 
hides on the free list. In each instance the 
effect was the contrary of what was predict- 
ed by the advocates of high duties. Free- 
listing hides proved a great benefit and the 
high rates on wool an injury to all con- 
(cerned, The leather industry was powerful- 
ly stimulated and everybody connected with 
it, from the producer of raw material to tne 
purchaser and user of leather goods, greatly 
benefivell; while the reverse was true of the 
woolen industry from the time high duties 
were put on its raw material for its supposed - 
protection. 

Tweaty years’ experience with free hides 
for the leather manufacturers and high 
taxed wool for the woolen-milis tell a plain, 
sharply contrasted story. There were 30,000,- 
000 sheep east of the Mississippi when the 
high duties were put on wool and only 
13,000,000 now—a loss of more than one-half. 
The prices of wool have fallen steadily dur- 
ing the twenty-three years and may go even 
below the present low level. With supposed 
protection from foreign competition wool- 
growing has been so unprofitable that farm- 
era ha ve decreased their flocks by more than 
one-half and the industry grows only in the 
Southwest, where sheep can be grass-fea the 
year round on cheap land and cared for by 
cheap Mexican labor. Under high duties on 
wool farmers in the North and West have 


„ 


woolen manufacturers the census returns of 
1870 and 1880 showed their profits to be lower 
than those of any other great industry in the 
district in the East are mills which work 
half ume or less and plants are offered at 50 
per cent of their cost, with no takers, As for 
operatives in the woolen-milis, the average 
annual wages, which in 1860 amounted to 
$359, had fallen to $208 in 1880. Perhaps this 
is why the operatives in every manufactur- 
mg district gave such large majorities for 
Cleveland and free wool. As for the buyers 


| and users of woolen goods, clothing, blank- 


ets, etc,, they have paid on an average not 


far from double the price at which like goods 


were sold in England. By keeping out the 
foreign mixing wools and so crippling home 
manufacturers and putting them at a disad- 
vantage as against competitors who have all 
kinds of wool free. damage was inflicted 
alike on the sheep-grower, the woolen man- 
ufacturer, the operative im the milis, and 
every man, woman, and child using woolen 
goods, With this quarter of a century of 
bitter experience with the foolish wool tax 
why does this Congress hesitate to repeal it! 


THE PERSONNEL OF TAMMANY. 

The New York Mening Post has done the 
whole country good service by publishing de- 
tailed sketwhes of the lives of the twenty-eight 
leaders of Tammany, compiled from authen- 
tic and official sources. As they are not only 
the men who rule New York but the men 
upon whom the Democratic party relies for 
the success of its National candidates the 
country should know something of their real 
character. The government of Tammany Hall 
is in the hands of an executive committee 
composed of twenty-eightmembers, Of these 
twenty-four are leaders of the organization in 
the Assembly aistricts. Three are members 
ex-officio, being chairmen of sub-committees 
of the General Committee. Tnese three are 
Richard Croker, the Tammany leader, Bourke 
Cockran, and Thomas L. Gilroy. The remain- 
ing partner in the Big Four is Mayor Grant. 
The Big Four nas almost absolute control 
over the Executive Committee, which names 
every official of New York City. In the en- 
tire list there is not a man “who can be 
truthfully said to follow any respectable 
regular calling or legitimate business out- 
side of politios.“ The whole twenty-eight are 
professional politicians. Nearly all ot them 
are illiterate or ignorant men. Mayor Grant 
himself can neithér write nor speak the En- 
glish language correctly; Bourke Cockran is 
ostensibly a lawyer, but a lawyer only by 
virtue of his political influence, and his prac- 
tice is of a political character. Besides be- 
ing professional politicians there are one 
convicted murderer, one who has been tried 
for murder and acquittea, one who has been 
indicted for felonious assault, one who has 
been indicted for bribery, four professional 
gamblers, five keepers of dives and 
gambling houses, four lhquor dealers, 
five former liquor dealers, two sons of 
liquor dealers, three of ex-prize-fighters, four 
ex-toughs, six members of the Tweed gang, 
seventeen officeholders, eight ex-officehold- 
ers, and two favored city contractors. The 
boss of these twenty-cight jewels of Tam- 
many, Richard Croker, was a tough in his 
early years, then a prize-fighter, then a sa- 
loonkeeper, wen a member of the Tweed 
gang, then stoker of a fire-engine, aud at 
last worked his way upto the position of 
Tammany’s boss, as the successor of John 
Kelly. These are the bright and shining 
lights of Tammany. The Post intimates that 
if it were to investigate the antecedents of 
the General Committee, which numbers 3,598 
members, the results would be too repulsive 
to publish. Of the whole twenty-eight there 
are but three men who can write or speak 
English correctly, but they are good in math- 
emdtics, so far as addition, division, and 
silence are concerned. Such is the personnel 
of the Tammanyleaders, As to their methods 
the Post says: 

They live wholly on the city, and, when thrown 
out of its service by any turn in the political 
wheel of fortune, return to some disreputable 
occupation, such as liquor dealing or gambling, 
or eise are maintained by divvies” wrung from 
men still in 2 About nothing is Tammany 
more particular than the compulsory division of 
salaries and fees, so as to make the money go as 
far as possible among the boys. Nearly every 
Tammany official has to divide with others his 
wages or his blackmail. The Deputy Sheriffs, for 
instance, hud in some cases to divide their “ ex- 
tra compeasation” with four persons, not includ- 
ing the retaining fee“ of $35 a month paid to their 
“counsel,” the learned and vivacious Cockran. 
Where the chiefs have large families and the 
„ dtvyvies“ areinadequate for their support great 
pains are taken to quarter their relations on the 
municipal service. Their daughters or sisters 
are imposed ag teachers on the School Trustees, 
and their sons get on the pay-rolls as “ laborers”’ 
or “inspectors” and watchman. In fact, the art 
of getting a living out of the city, as practiced 
by ammany men, is extremely complieated and 
abstruse, and can only learned by actual 
practice in the Tammany ranks. it weuld fur- 
nish abundant materials for a large manual, and 


is full ot amusing and ingenious surprises for 
any outsider who looks into it. 


Such are the characteristics and methods 
of this audacious combination of common 
plunderers, for, as the Post says, there is no 
politica in the organization, It is simply a 
gang of adventurers, mostly criminals, who 
have organized to control the ignorant and 
vicious vote of the city for yearly attacks 
upon the property of the taxpayers, and who 
carry on their depredations under thejagis of 
the Democratic party, which depends 
upon them as its last and only 
hope for success in any general 
election. The large majority of them have 
been in the hands of the courts at some time 
or other during their disreputable lives, and 
if justice has her way all of them will yet 
fall into her clutches and find their way to 
jail or the penitentiary. That such an organ- 
ization should be allowed to rule a great city, 
dictate every appointment to office, seize 
upon the public money in every department 
of the city and county, and shape the Na- 
tional policy of the Democratic party 1s cer- 
tainly one of the most unique and astonish- 
ing features of American politics. And yet 
an organization upon an exactly similar basis 
and for identically the same purposes has 
been effected in Chicago, which, if it be not 
checked and suppressed by the people, will 
expose the taxpayers of this eity to the same 
spolhation those of New York are suffering. 


Some cheap actress who has failed to make 
a sensation in Chicago or some bilious reporter 
who writes by the column has been “stuffing” 
one of the New York papers with a lot of very 
silly rot about the inability of Chicago audiences 
to appreciate genuine comedy and the ignorance 
and boorishness of landlords of Chicago’s biggest 
hotels, where waitérs carry to guests at one load 
their entire dinner, from soup to coffee, on 
“trays as big as cart-wheels,” and dump the 
whole meal on the table at once. To complete 
the picture the cheap actress or bilious New 
York reporter should have told how the owners 
of Chieago's leading mercantile establishments 
sit on dry-goods boxes in fromt of their stores all 
day long, chewing tobacco, whittling with jack- 
knives, and swapping yarns with ague-smitten 
grangers from the suburbs, while ox teams, the 
only conveyances known to the inhabitants, mire 
in the unpaved and bottomless streets, and boys 
wearing garments known as ‘‘ wammuses” 
amuse themselves by throwing stones at the rab- 
bits and prairie wolves that inhabit the gle 
between and Post-Office and the Court-House. 
When in search ot really effective points in writ- 
ing up Chicago’s wild woolly westernness the best 
way is always to get the information directly 
from some native.

TALEING ABUUT RECIPROCITY. 


Treaties Likely to Be Entered Inte with 
Several Southern Kepublics. 

Wasurneotor, D. C., Avril 7.—[Special. |— 
The Star tonight haa the following contribu- 
tion to the current literature on tariff legis- 
lation and Pao-American reciprocity: 

It is understood that a reciprocity treaty with 
Mexico is now about completed by the Secrets 
of State and the representatives of Mexico, an 
the members of the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations have been informed of its terms. 

It is expected by the party pilots that such 
treaties will be entered inte between the United 
States and several of the American republics. 
The Committee on Ways and Means is not, how- 
ever, considering the proposition to put provi- 
sions in the Tariff bill for reciprocity. 

Such a proposition was made to some of the 
Republican members of the committee, the idea 
advanced being to put a provision in tne bill that 
certain imports from Mexico, Central and South 
America may be admitted free of duty, in con- 
sideration of the removal by those countries of 
the duty on certain exports from tbis country. 
The members of the committee replied that th 
was a matter to be dealt with by treaty and not 
in a tariff bill. ; 

{f treaties are negotiated and ratified it is be- 
lieved that there will be nodifficulty in securing 
the necessary legislation with relation to duties, 
but no provision for reciprocity will be put in the 
law in advance of the treaty. It is understood 
that the President, «Secretary Blaine, and 
Speaker Reed have nad a talk over the general 
subject. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


The Facts About the Beecher Prosecution 
—Capital Brev.ties. 

Wasurneton, D. C., April 7.— [Special.] — 
There is no truth in the report that Attorney- 
General Miller ordered the prosecution of 
Beecher dropped without consulting Secre- 
tary Windom. The instructions in regard to 
the prosecution have not yet been sent out. 
They will be based on the report made to the 
Department of Justice by tne Treasury De- 
partment. This report sets forth that no 
grounds exist for continuing the prosecution 
of Beecher, as his alleged offenses were 
barred by tne statute of limitations.

FINISHED AN APPROPRIATION BILL 

The House Committee on Appropriations 
today completed the Legislative, Executive, 
and Judicial Appropriation bill It carries 
an aggregate appropriation of $20,864,326 
which is $10,600 More than che last bill and 
$762,924 less than tne estimate. The number 
of salaries provided for is 9,979, which is 224 
less than the estimated number and 141 more 
than those provided for in the last biil. 
No pew legislation is proposed. Some 
of the changes in the vern mental 
service provided for are as foliows: The 
salary of the President’s assistant secretary 
is increased from $2,250 to $2,500; five adai- 
tional clerks are provided for in the Civii 
Service Commi on; sixty-five additional 
emplovés are provided for in tne Sixth Au- 
ditor’s office; the force of the United States 
Treasurer’s office is reduced by five clerks; 
twenty-two salaries of Territorlal officers are 
dropped as a consequence of the addition of 
the new States; a sulary of $4,500 is provided 
for an Assistant Secretary of War.

ROADS BEGIN TO SUFFER. | 


HEAVY DEOREASE IN RAIL SHIPMENTS 
OF EAST-BOUND FREIGHT. 


Lake Competition Responsible for the Fall- 
ing Off—The Nickel-Plate Charged with 
Cutting Rates—Probabilities That the 
Oat Tariff Wiil Be Reduced to the Basis 
of 20 Cents Chicago to New York—The 
Northern Steamboat Line Inaugurates 
a War. 


The all-rail lines are beginning to feel the 
effects ot lake competition. Hast-bound ship- 
ments last week took a serious tumble and 
the indications are that this week’s state- 
ment willshow a still greater falling off. 
Although navigation is not yet open, still all 
the lake companies are in the market for 
business, and as their rates are much lower 
than those of the all-rail lines ihey get the 
business. 

The railroads had hoped that an agreement 
could be reached for the establishment of 
uniform rail and lake rates, but the competi- 
tion between the various steamboat lines. is 
becoming so active that some of tnem refused 
to join any combination. Consequently 
water tariffs promise to be lower this season 
than ever before. Under these circum- 
stances the al:-raii lines will have either to go 
out of the through business during the sum- 
mer or meet the low charges of the lake com- 
panies. 

It is claimed that owing to the activi ty of 
the competition some of the Chicago east- 
bound roads have already commenced 
cutting tariffs. The “Nickel-Plate” carried 
three times. more oats last week than 
any of the other roads transported, and 
it is charged that it gained the advantage by 
cutting rates. This matter, it is understood, 
will be investigated by the Freight Commit- 
vee of the Central Traffic Association today. 
If the charge is proven an immediate re- 
duction of the rate on goats to a 20 cent basis 
may be looked for. 

The opinion has prevailed for some time 
that the oat rate ought to be reduced to a 20 
cent basis, the same as on corn, there being 
no good reasons why the rates on one 
should be five cents per 100 pounds 
higher ‘than on the other, especially 
as the market value of oats is 
lower than that of corn, while it costs no 
more to handie. The Peoria Board of Trade 
has complained to the Inter-State Commis- 
sion, Charging Eastern roads with discrimi- 
nation against oats. In view of this fact it 
is thought it would be good policy on the part 
of some of the managers to voluntarily re- 
duce the rate on oats, thereby uot only pre- 
venting an investigation and decision by the 
Inter-State Commission, but at tne same time 
taking away the motive of any road for clan- 
destinely cutting rates. 

The total shipments of all kinds of freight, 
except live stock, from Chicago to through 
and local points by the various east-bound 
roads last week amounted to 70,830 tons, 
against 91,485 tons the week before, a de- 
crease of 20,655 tons. For the corresponding 
week last year the total shipments were 45, 
577 tons. The tonnage carried by the vari- 
ous roads was as follows: Michigan Central, 
8,881 tons; Wabash, 2,530; Lake Shore, 12,676; 
Fort Wayne, 8,876; Pan Handle, 9,715; Balti- 
more and Ohio, 6,882; Chic and Grand 
Trunk, 8.662; Nickel-Piate, 8,703; Chicago and 
Atlantic, 4,307. 

The shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions last week from Chicago to the seaboard 
and for export by the various Central Traffic 
Association roads were 43,737 toons, against 
50. % tons the week before, a decrease of 
15,802 tons. For the correspond ng week last 
Sd tne through shipments were 19,856 tons.

NO PROSPECT UF AN AGREEMENT. 


The Northern Establishes a 7i-Cent Rate 
Between New York and st. Paul, 

All tne recent chances of settling tne diffi- 
culties between the various lake and rail 
lines have vanished. It is not likely that 
further efforts to establish uniform through 
rates between the seavoard and St. Paul wiil 
be made. The matter was to have come up 
today at the meetings of the Freight Com- 
mittee of the Central Traffic Association 
and the Western and Northwestern Divis- 
10ns of the Western Freight Associations. 
It was understood that Manager Gordon of 
the Nortnern Steamship company, as well as 
the manager of the Lehigh Valley Line and 
other lake transportawon companies, would 
attend the meeting. 

But advices were received yesterday say- 
ing that Mr. Gordon would attend no more 
meetings; that last Saturday nis line, in con- 
nection with the Great Northern railway 
(Manitoba), put in effect_a through rate be- 
tween New York andgSt. Paul of 71 cents per 
100 pounds. 

The proposition made by the Eastern 
trunk lines was that the through rate be 81 
cents first-class. It is understood that the 
Lehigh Valley and National Dispatch lines 
propose to put in effect a 7l-cent rate first- 
Class, New York and St. Paul via Chicago, 
thus meeting the figures made by the Nurth- 
erncompany. The latter, it is claimed, did 
not intend to actin harmony with the other 
lines, but simply desired to prevént action on 
the part of its competitors until it vad secured 
all — contracts it wanted on the 7l-cent 
bas

TERROR FEARED IN RUSSIA. 


Talking of the Czar’s Death or His Flight 
from St. Peterebarg. 

Loxpox, April 6.—[Cable to the New York 
Times. Today a letter got through to me, 
having been sent to a third person in Hol- 
land, which says that an indescribabie reign 
of terror is spreading itself like a black fog 
over St. Petersburg. All the local prisons 
are so crowded with the arrested students 
that impromptu places of detention are be- 
ing provided, and half the pcople one meets 
on the streets are out striving to secure in- 
fluence to aid the release of some son or 
brother who 1s imprisoned. Many of these 
are young men who belong to prominent fam- 
lies; some are nobiles, and tne most cruel 
forebodings are caused by an understanding 
that some kind of Nibilist plot has been dis- 
covered which the authorities mix up in their 
minds with the students’ demonstration. 

There seems to be no doubt that in the 
Government of Riazan the infuriated . oo 
ants rose in a body and beat nearly to death 
the tyrannical young District Governor 
whom the Czar had sent down to rule the 
place. Sinister importance attaches to this 
news, because it is che first time in Russian 
history that a politicai riot has oc- 
curred. Heretofore the strength of the au- 
tocracy has been in ine fact that the country 
people were stolidly loyal. It can be easily 
seen that ine tidings now of a rustic revolt 
create deep excitement. 

The Czar himself 1s nearly fit to die, what 
with his state of rage, terror, and genuine 
dismay at the titanic muddle he has got 
things into. His illness is ascribed publicly 
to a recurrence of la poe, from which he 
suffered a good deal durimg the winter, but 
there is a great number of reports furtive- 
ly spread about his baving been poisoned, 
ana others profess to know that his nerves 
and mental balance have completely collapsed 
under the strain. 

Of course it is taken to mean that he does 
not dare leave the Winter Palace, and this 
in itself is enough to fill the public mind 
with tne terror of @ new and desperate 
outbreak of murderous attempts by the 
Nihilists. This time, however, there is 
little personal sympathy.with the Czar. 
He has had nine years of trial now, and it 
is impossible to name a single particular in 
which Russia is not worse off than when he 
began. People have grown tired of saying 
in extenuation that after ali he is a person- 
ally devoted and well-intentioned man, an 
exceilent husband, and a sincere patriot. 
These things are all very well, but tney do 
not alter the fact that his government is tne 
meanest, stupidest, and worst that even Rus- 
sia has known in this century, and that wher- 
ever he has personally interfered the effect 
hus been to increase and intensify its evil 
character. 

In truth, he is a thiek-hbeaded, obstinate, 
unintelligent fanatic, without ability or tact 
enough to munage a carpenter’s shop. Things 
have been so wantonly and pérsistently mis- 
managed everywhere that society is failing 
to pieces about his ears. He knows no way 


by the knout, the gullows, torture, and by 
exile, and the worse the situation grows the 
more crudely and unwisely does he use his 
weapons of re n. 

Ali efforts to bring Russia back into the 
barbaric despotism. of Nicholas have —_ 
mintously failed, and at last the Ozar is fuce 
to face with an epenly-hostile nauon. What 
remains of his career may be fuli of strange 
surprises. He may turn in despair to tne 
dreadful device of a great European war. 
More likely he will carry on his single-handed 
fight with revo!ution doggedly to the end, anda 
be overwhelmed by it, so to speak, with his 
boots on, but it ia clear that the contest is too 
uneven to last much longar. All Europe is 
watching to see bis assassination or his flight, 
lost meanwhile in a maze of wonder and ap- 
prehension as to what wiil follow. 

Only events of the first magnitude will now 
divert attention from the colossal crisis ma- 
turing in Russia, and just now there are no 
signs of these events. Germany das settled 
down toarest after its exciting fortnight, 
and Bismarck is pruning his young pines at 
Friedrichsruhe in profouna peace. The quid- 
nunes at Berlin are busy with rumors that he 
and Count Herbert are to receive seats in the 
new Reichstag by the resignation of two Na- 
monat Liberals, and that they will head an 
opposition to the Kaiser’s new social policy. 

o doubt this reflects accurately the de- 
sire of the Conservative party, but there is 
no fear that it will be realized. Bismarck 
has gone away from Berlin for good. He is 
meditating the preparation of his voluminous 
memoirs, to be printed after his death. This 
work he may or may not execute; but his 
present intention is certainly to keep out of 
politics and live quietly on his fir plantation. 

French and Russian politicians try hard to 
persuade themselves mat with Bismarck’s 
retirement. the triple alliance has fal- 
len to pieces. If their assertions could 
create facts, chen undoubtedly this would be 
the case, but for the present at least the 
triple alliance is rather stronger than ever. 
Bismarck was far more pro-Russian than the 
Kaiser is and far more anxious to preserve 
the Czar’s wil', even at the cost of 
pocketing affronts and submitting to in- 
justices. Wiiliam will do neither, and more- 
over he is bound by his great personal 
friendship both to the Emperor of Austria 
and the King of Italy, While he and the Czar 
are not at all well affected toward each 
other.

HE was LIKED BY ALL. 


THE LATE JOBN VAN ARMAN, WHO 
DIED IN CALIFORNIA. _ 


Hig Success as s Criminal Lawyer in 
cago—He Studied His Cases Thoroughly 
and Made Arguments That Few Jaries 
Could Withstand—Praise from the Dead 
Man's Old Colleagues—Some Keminie- 
cences—The Obituary Record. 

Col. John Van Arman, whose death at San 

Diego, Cal., was recorded yesterday morn- 


ing, retired from practice in 1886 ana re- 


moved to Battle Creek, Mich., but speat bis 
winters in Culifornia. During the long 
period of his connection with the Chicago 
bar he was associated at different times with 
Messrs, Walker, Wirt Dexter, and Emery 
Storrs. He was eminently successful as a 
criminal lawyer. The Vanderpool, the 
Burch, the Neal McKeague,and the Jumpertz 
cases and the case of the State of Michigan 
against forty men who had conspired to de- 
stroy property of the Michigan Central rail- 
road were among those won by Col. Van 
Arman, 

His was not a newspaper greatness,” said 
Attorney W. S. Forrest. He cared nothing 
for notoriety and would never speak of his 
cases to a reporter. He always studied his 
cases thoroughiy. A thing that lawyers al- 
ways noticed about his practice was that he 
would never cite a decision to support his 
opinion of the law. He would announce the 
elementary principles applicable to tue case 
and deduce his conclusions. 

He was associated with me in the first 
trial of John Lamb for murder. He told me 
briefly the law ia the case. I took down his 
words verbatim. He said he did not know 
what decisions there were to be cited, but I 
could find them. I searched and searched, 
but found not a single one. I drew 
my instructions, however, embodying 
the principle of law he set forth, aud won whe 
case on it in the Supreme Court. He would 
analyze his cases closely, discover the turn- 
ing polat and study it with reference to the 
question of law involved, consuiting no text- 
books or decisions, Give bim, for instance, 
an arsenical poisoning case. At the trial he 
would display a knowledge of poisons— 
arsenic in particular—that would astound 
and confound the experts.’’ 

A story is related of a certain case which 
shows the man’s genius. A woman was ac- 
cused of murdering her husband —poisoning 
him with arsenic. Col. Van Arman was her 
counsel The State proved the pur- 
chase of the arsenic and that the 
man was poisoned with the drug, but 
could not prove that the woman ad- 
ministered it. He bad become ill after 
eating some biscuit she had made. The ex- 
perts who analyzed the remaining biscuits 
swore that there was sufficient arsenic in 
each to kili a full-grown person. 

Col. Van Arman in closing his speech for 
the defense insisted that the experts were 
mistaken. He reached a dramatic climax by 
snatching one of the biscuits off the table 
before the State’s Attorney and eating it in 
the presence of the jury. A verdici of not 
guilty’ was returned. Van Arman was en- 
abled to accomplish this coup by knowin 
more about arsenic and its effects than di 
the experts. 

„Van Arman’s speeches, even in the 
driest cases, were captivating by their fine 
logic,” said a prominent criminal law- 
yer. “The distinguishing feature of his 
style of address to & jury might 
be called ‘argument on fire.’ He would con- 
fine himself exclusively to the law and tne 
evidence in the case. His argument was at 
white heat from beginning to end. You 
don’t find much poetry in Supreme Court re- 
ports, butin the Jumpertz case, wherea re- 
versal was granted, Justice Breese alone dis- 
sented. In his minority opinion he refers 
to Gol. Van Arman thus:

„He was a man of strong domestic tastes,“ 
said one who knew him intimately. *“ He’ 
hardly seemed to know what was going on in 
the world about him. He was a gentleman, 
a scholar, honorabie in — respects, 
loyal to his family, his pro on, and 
his frends. He was companionable. 
His table-talk would make ciassical reading. 
He talked ia syllogisms. His reading was 
wide and varied, his memory extraordinary, 
his language wonderful. He liked his pipe 
after dinner. and wouid pace up and down 
the library with his hands behind him and 
talk almost by the hour. Let he was not an 
egotast. Rather, he was not dogmiatical, but 
had supreme confidence in himself.“ 

** I shall always remember Col Van Arman 
with gratitude,” added a rising lawyer. 
„He was always courteous to young attor- 
neys and never took undue vantage of 
them. He would go out of his way to én- 
courage the unfortunate fledgling who hap- 
pened to be pitted against him.” 

Col. Van Arman was easily induced to en- 
ter a great case where he would have the op- 
portunity of winning a great victory. His 
retainers were not always large and he did 
not amass great wealth. 

San Dindo, Cal, April 7.—[Special.|—Col. 
Van Arman came to this city about a year 
ago, hoping through the aid of a mild climate 
to extend his life, as he had been in failing 
health for years. His health improved 
slightiy, but as he reached the age of 70, 
March 4, he in began to decline. Abouta 
week before his death he realized his race 
was about run and talked frequently of 
death. His great fear, however, was of par- 
alysis, he having been threatened with it. 
The night of April 2 his mental and nervous 
system gave way and he was in a state of 
nervous excitement until the morning of 
April 6, when he died. Suffering at agony, 
he met death without flinching. His remains 
will be buried here, as he had requested they 
should be. His widow will remaia here for 
the present. i 


Charles 8. Frink. : 

The funeral of the late Charles J. Frinkx 
occurred yesterday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of his oldest son, Charles Frink, No. 
4152 Lake avenue. It was largely attended. 
Mr. Frink died Saturday at his home, No. 266 
Thirty-tirst street, of a bronchial affection 
surrounded by his family, which consists of 
his widow and two sons, Charles and Will- 
iam H. Frink. 

He was 73 years old. and came to Chicago 
in 1856. He was for a long time connected 
with A. D. Titeworth & „ merchant tai- 
lors, and was afterwards in business for 
himself. His birthplace was Albany, N. Y. 
He was a member of Dr. Lorimer’s church. 
The Rev. W. W. Evarts and the Rey. Dr. 
Henson conducted the funeral services, the 
former paying a high tribute to the dead 
pioneer. The interment was at Oakwoods 
Cemetery.

A System of Eailroad Passenger Rates 

That Deserves Stody. 

“Suppose you could goto New York, Chi- 
cago, or Omaha for $10, woula it not be bet- 
ter than paying $100 to New York, $80 to Chi- 
cago, or $60 to Omahaf The Government 
carries a sealed letter to New York, Chicago, 
Omaha, or across the street for two cents.’ 
What it may lose on the long haul it makes 
up on the short. Why cannot transportation 
companies do the same?’ asks the San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut. 

A European country has adopted a similar 
plan and it is spreading throughout the Con- 
tinent. A novel system of railway charges 
has been in o tion in Hungary for a little 


more than six months. The experiment, 
though radical, has apparently been success- 


ful. Passenger rates on «a majority of we 


Hungarian roads are no longer based upon 
the cost of service or upon what the trafiic 
will bear, or even upon the mileage. The 
rates are ted according to the “zone 
system.” Tne State railroads of Hungary 
had been doing badly under the old system— 
the earnings fell from $1,300 a mile in 1887 to 
$1,000 in 1888, and the Government felt that 
matters coula not be worse than they were. 
The zone system of charges is based upon 
the theory that nere are two classes of pas-
